1939 MS 67 PCGS. Near perfection in a Walking Liberty half dol¬ 
lar.

CERTIFIED EARLY DOLLAR 


1795 Draped Bust XF 40 PCGS. B-14. BB-51. A lightly worn 
example of this scarcer type for 1795, of which only two varieties are 
known. Well struck, the surfaces show mild gray patina that deepens 
somewhat toward the rims. Both sides are surprisingly free from 
post-striking impairments, but there are three mintmade defects that 
must be mentioned. The first and second are the same planchet flaw 
that extends from one side to the other at the rim at 7 o’clock on the 
obverse and 10 o’clock on the reverse. There is also a wide grease 
stain that was struck into the obverse field above the head of Liberty. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DOLLARS 


1841 MS 60 PCGS. Steel-toned surfaces with some underlying lus¬ 
ter. Abrasions are minimal and the strike is essentially full. Trends 
$1,850. 

1842 AU 55 PCGS. A choice example of this scarcer early Seated 
dollar. The fields are prooflike, a common finish for dollars from 
this decade, and the toning is light enough that the reflectivity shines 
through easily. Minimally abraded with only the normally seen 
“fuzziness” from circulation noted on each side. 


1843 MS 60 ANACS. The surfaces are semi-proof! ike and the details 
are struck up very well. The surfaces appear quite well defined and 
only a couple of moderate abrasions are noted on either side. 


1846 MS 63 NGC. Deeply toned in rich silver-gray shades. While 
not generally regarded as a rare date, the 1846 is still rather difficult 
to locate in mint state grades. Population: 7 in 63, only 3 finer. 


1846-0 AU 53 PCGS. A minimally worn example of this early New 
Orleans issue, quite scarce in grades above XF. Hazy steel toning 
overlays some original luster. Trends $ 1,050 in AU 50, $ 1,850 in AU 
55. 


1847 MS 61 PCGS. A moderately scarce date, this 1847 shows 
semi-reflective surfaces under a layer of gray-brilliant color with 
several areas of deep rose color. With the exception of the two hoard 
O-mint dates. Seated dollars in mint state are all quite scarce. 


1848 MS 60 NGC. A popular date with collectors because of the low 
mintage of only 15,000 pieces. Usually seen only in the VF to AU 
grade range, strict mint state pieces are quite rare. This coin shows 
some localized striking weakness with softness noted on the stars on 
the top and right of the obverse and Liberty’s head. There are a few 
small marks on the obverse with a heavy one in the right field, these 
being the primary deterrent to the coin grading any higher. Lightly 
toned on both sides. Population: 1 in 60, 3 finer. Trends $4,650 in 
MS 60. 


1850-0 AU 50 PCGS. The surfaces on this uncommonly high grade 
‘50-0 exhibit a glossy brilliance over both sides, with light silver- 
gray color throughout. Unusually well struck in most areas. An 
important offering for the New Orleans or Seated dollar enthusiast. 
Trends $3,750. 


1859-S AU 50 PCGS. Light gray appearance with some reflectivity 
still remaining in the fields. A scarce, low mintage issue and one of 
only two collectible S-mint Seated Liberty dollars. Trends $2,500. 


1859-S AU 58 NGC. A near mint state example with just a slight 
trace of rubbing on the highpoints. The surfaces are a deep gray 
color with some gunmetal-blue highlights. A couple of minor marks 
are obscured by the toning. A difficult date with a mintage of only 
20,000 pieces. Population: 6 in AU 58, 6 finer. 


1860-0 MS 62 PCGS. The semi-prooflike finish of the fields glows 
brightly beneath the even layer of champagne-golden patina that is 
spread across both sides. Sharply struck and really only showing one 
obvious abrasion—a milling mark in the lower right obverse field. 
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353 1870-CC XF 40 PCGS. A highly collectible CC specimen showing 

only even wear and none of the detracting marks or bruises so often 
encountered. There is attractive, medium gray color on both sides. 
Trends $1,375. 


354 1870-CC AU 50 ANACS. A rare and highly desirable Seated dollar 

both because of the low mintage of only 11,758 pieces and the pop¬ 
ularity of Carson City coinage. The surfaces are exceptionally clean 
and mostly untoned except for a small area on the reverse. The strike 
is somewhat irregular with the head of Liberty and the uppermost 
stars somewhat weak, otherwise well defined. Trends $2,450. 


355 1872 XF 40 PCGS. An even, light gray appearance graces both 

sides.

356 1868 PR 62 PCGS. An originally toned specimen, overlaid in deep 

shades of blue and charcoal-gray patina. 


357 1868 PR 63 NGC. Deeply toned and fully struck (not all proofs from 

The fields are highly reflective and flash boldly through 
the layers of toning when the piece is angled just so beneath a light. 


358 1870 PR 60 ANACS. Deeply toned, the muted, dark gray patina 

obscures the severity of the underlying hairlines. Some curious, 
bright silver markings run diagonally across the obverse. One of an 
even 1,000 proofs struck and a very popular type coin. 

CERTIFIED TRADE DOLLARS 


359 1875 MS 62 NGC. A scarcer date in the Trade dollar series that is 

most often seen in circulated grades. This satiny specimen is deeply 
toned with a minimum of contact marks on either side. The strike is 
somewhat soft overall. 


360 1875-S MS 63 NGC. Sharply defined, there is just a bit of light pati¬ 

na over each side with much original brilliance still in evidence. The 
grade comes from a few small abrasions scattered throughout the 
fields. 


361 1875-S MS 64 NGC. A borderline gem that exhibits radiant luster, 

bold and frosty devices, and an obvious originality. As attractive as 
any 64 Trade dollar we can recall seeing and an issue that jumps dra¬ 
matically in both price and rarity in the next grade. 


362 1876 MS 63 NGC. A well detailed Trade dollar with shimmering 
mint brilliance and soft golden accents. 

363 1877 XF 45 Fleur de Coin. Steel-gray surfaces with no mentionable 
marks or problems. 

364 1878-S MS 62 PCGS. A well struck, lightly toned example that 
shows a few small, scattered abrasions.

365 1875 PR 63 NGC. A really attractive proof Trade dollar whose 

thickly frosted devices provide a sharp contrast against the deeply 
reflective mirrors in the fields. The surfaces are light in color with 
just a bit of haziness, showing only a few trivial hairlines.

Creamy-white, and nearly mark-free, a gem 
specimen. 

405 1881-S MS 66 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant with moderately good 
reflectivity in the fields. 

Colorfully toned throughout in deep, iri¬ 
descent shades.

1882-CC MS 65 PCGS. Fully white and brilliant, the highpoint 
details are boldly defined. A popular CC date. 

1882-CC MS 64 Prooflike ANACS. A clean-cheeked specimen with 
a blush of russet patina circling the periphery. 

1882-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Deeply mirrored in 
the fields, the devices show a pleasant amount of contrast. A hint of 
golden patina is noted mostly on the obverse. 

1882-0 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny luster with a faint accent of color. 

1882-S MS 65 NGC. A vibrant, nearly mark-free specimen, untoned, 
and prooflike on the obverse. 

1882-S MS 65 PCGS. Fully brilliant and “clean as a whistle,” with 
sparkling cartwheel luster. 

1882-S MS 66 NGC. Dazzling mint bloom, the fields are semi¬ 
prooflike and show a few die striations. Quite an impressive type 
coin. 

1882-S MS 66 NGC. An outstanding Morgan dollar with the bright, 
coruscating luster this issue is so well known for. Mostly brilliant but 
showing just a hint of light color on the obverse. 

1882-S MS 66 PCGS. Impeccable quality and appearance that real¬ 
ly must be seen to be truly appreciated. Creamy luster abounds on 
untoned surfaces. 

1882- S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Brilliant, non-con¬ 
trasting surfaces that show some splotchy violet color on the 
obverse. 

1883- S MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck and super lustrous with daz¬ 
zling semi-prooflike fields. An affordable grade for this scarce, 
semi-key Morgan issue. 

1884 MS 65 Fleur de Coin. A vibrant, utterly frosty specimen with 
surfaces that are lightly toned. 

1884- CC MS 64 Prooflike Fleur de Coin. Untoned on either side, the 
fields are barely reflective. 

1884-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. The fields are very 
deep, but too many abrasions on the central devices preclude a high¬ 
er rating. 

1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. A gem quality example of a brilliant, untoned 
Morgan dollar destined for a fine collection. 

1884-0 MS 65 Prooflike ANACS. Brilliant and nicely mirrored with 
frosted devices on each side. A sharp looking coin. 


1884-S AU 50 ANACS. An affordable alternative to the notoriously 
expensive mint state example. Several milling marks are noted on 
the cheek. 


1884-S AU 55 ANACS. This piece displays some flashy semi- 
prooflikeness in the fields with telltale signs of handling over each 
side. 


1885 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. An original dollar with 
clean surfaces and moderate contrast that shows half the reverse 
toned a multi-hued golden-rose and gunmetal-blue. 
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1885-CC MS 65 Fleur de Coin. A gem exhibiting creamy, frosty lus¬ 
ter and very little toning. Sharply defined. 

1885-0 MS 65 PCGS. Milk-white mint frost covers both sides and 
virtually no toning is present. Superb luster. 


1885-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Boldly defined with 
appreciable contrast between the fields and devices. Frosty-white on 
both sides. 


1886 MS 64 Fleur de Coin; 1887 MS 65, violet toning; 1889 MS 63 
Deep Mirror Prooflike; 1890 MS 64, toned; 1896 MS 64, golden 
toning; 1898-0 MS 64, toned; and an 1899-0 MS 65. All are Fleur 
de Coin graded. (Total: 7 coins) 


1886 MS 66 PCGS. The bright satiny surfaces are virtually 
untouched by coin-to-coin contact. A very pleasing and totally prob¬ 
lem-free coin. 


1886 MS 66 Fleur de Coin. Fully struck and toned in deep and var¬ 
ied shades on both sides. Essentially mark-free. 


1886 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike Fleur de Coin; 1886 MS 64; 
1886 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike; and an 1886 MS 65, premium 
colored toning over the obverse. All are Fleur de Coin certified. 
(Total: 4 coins) 


1886 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A thin crescent of gold¬ 
en toning appears mostly on the reverse. 


1886-0 MS 60 NGC. A strict uncirculated example, coated on both 
sides with medium gray patina. The subdued appearance prevents a 
higher grade. 


1886-0 MS 61 NGC. Lightly toned and showing remarkably strong 
luster for the issue. The grade is accounted for by the presence of a 
few abrasions on each side. 


1887 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant and showing only min¬ 
imal coin-to-coin contact. 


1887-0 MS 64 PCGS. Essentially untoned and frosty, with typical 
central details and minimal abrasions for a dollar of this grade. 


1887-0 MS 64 Fleur de Coin; 1887-S MS 64; and an 1898 MS 64 
Deep Mirror Prooflike. All three are graded by Fleur de Coin. (Total:

1887-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. While not one of the 
great prooflike rarities in the Morgan dollar series, the ‘87-0 is, nev¬ 
ertheless, a scarce coin and one that is highly desirable to collectors.

Prooflike; 1891 MS 63; 1897-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike; and 
an 1898-0 MS 65. All are lightly to moderately toned and certified 
by Fleur de Coin. (Total: 6 coins) 

1889 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Brilliant and showing 
the usual abrasions for a coin of this grade. 


445 1889-0 MS 63 Fleur de Coin, colorful peripheries: and an 1890-0 

MS 63 Fleur de Coin, untoned. (Total: 2 coins) 


446 1890 MS 64 PCGS. This large mintage dollar (16.8 million) has 

become appreciated for its true scarcity in high grades just over the 
past few years. Of the coins that remain after the Pittman Act melt¬ 
ings of 1918, approximately 95% are in grades of MS 63 or less 
Gems are difficult to locate, primarily because of poor luster and 
heavy bagmarks. This piece has bright, frosted luster and shows only 
a few slight luster scrapes. The strike is not quite complete in the 
centers, but certainly acceptable for this difficult date. Brilliant 
throughout. Population: 66 in 65, none finer. 


447 1891 MS 62 Fleur de Coin; 1898 MS 65; 1899-0 MS 65; and a 1900 

MS 64. All four coins are essentially untoned and certified by Fleur 
de Coin. (Total: 4 coins) 


448 1891 MS 64 PCGS. A lovely, fully frosty specimen, possibly gem 

quality except for a small contact mark on Liberty’s portrait. 


449 1891 -CC MS 64 Fleur de Coin. Wholly original, satiny surfaces that 

display a mixture of light golden-gray, brick-red, and sea-green ton¬ 
ing over both sides. 


450 1891-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike Fleur de Coin. Deep Mirror 

Prooflike. Mostly brilliant with solid reflectivity on both sides. This 
date is not at all common with DMPL surfaces and most of those 
grade 63 or less. 


451 1892-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike Fleur de Coin. A light pep¬ 

pering of luster grazes on the cheek is all that prevents a higher grade 
for this popular issue. 


452 1892-0 MS 65 Fleur de Coin. Typically struck for this normally flat 

New Orleans date and displaying frosty, untoned surfaces. 


453 1893-CC MS 60 PCGS. Numerous small abrasions on the portrait of 

Liberty account for the grade, but otherwise this is quite a nice 
example of this very scarce and important Carson City dollar. Fully 
brilliant, the surfaces show good mint luster, and the striking details 
are sufficient though not completely brought up. 


454 1894-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant, the surfaces are free 

from most abrasions except for a few that are concentrated on the 
cheek of Liberty. One of the few near-gems the collector can locate 
of this very elusive date in the Morgan series. Trends $1,175. 


455 1894-S MS 64 Fleur de Coin. Bright, satiny white surfaces, some¬ 

what softly defined in the centers, and particularly clean for this 
often well abraded date. 


456 1894-S MS 62 Prooflike Fleur de Coin. A bright specimen with no 

toning on either side. Only a few trivial scuffs on Liberty’s cheek 
preclude a select rating. A scarcer issue even without DMPL quali¬ 
ties, pieces with noticeable mirror fields are seldom encountered and 
generally of average quality. 


457 1895-0 AU 53 Fleur de Coin. Light, even toning and showing no 

obvious or detracting marks. A pleasing example of this rare, key 
date issue. 


458 1895-S MS 64 PCGS. The main source for uncirculated ‘95-S dol¬ 

lars, the Redfield hoard, contained about 1,000 pieces of generally 
well abraded examples of this very difficult and popular issue. Mint 
state survivors tend to grade MS 61 to MS 63, with pieces such as 
this one being scarce and gems downright rare. This is a bright and 
lustrous example that is well struck throughout. The surfaces are 
generally brilliant but show just a hint of light patina on the reverse. 
A cluster of small abrasions in the right reverse field preclude a 
higher grade. 


459 1896 MS 65 NGC. A well struck example with unusually bright lus¬ 

ter, a characteristic not often seen on this date. Essentially mark-free.

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460 1896-0 MS 60 PCGS. The bright, satiny surfaces are free of toning.

462 1897 MS 65 Fleur de Coin. Attractive russet and brick-red toning 
frames the obverse, the reverse is brilliant. Boldly defined and frosty. 


463 1897-0 AU 50 Fleur de Coin; 1886 MS 64; 1889 MS 64; 1890 MS 
64; 1892-0 MS 63; 1898-0 MS 64; 1898 MS 64; and a 1923 MS 64. 
Ali are either lightly toned or untoned and are certified by Fleur de 
Coin. (Total: 8 coins) 

464 1897-0 MS 60 NGC. Both obverse and reverse are highlighted in 
original antique-gold toning, with satiny luster that lacks the pizzazz 
of a higher grade coin. 

465 1897-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Good contrast shows on 
both sides, with frosted devices set against mirrored fields. No ton¬ 
ing is present and the coin is, as one might expect, mostly abrasion- 
free. 


466 (6) 1898 MS 64 Fleur de Coin; and (7) 1898 MS 65 Fleur de Coin. 

Most are untoned, several are deeply toned. (Total: 13 coins) 


467 (2) 1898 MS 64 Fleur de Coin. Both are well struck. (Total: 2 coins)

coins) 

469 1898-S MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with sparkling mint luster. Each 
side is framed by a a wide band of russet-brown patina. 


470 1898-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC. A scarce late date Morgan that is 
quite difficult to locate with reflective fields. This piece is brilliant 
and sharply struck throughout with nicely mirrored fields, but shows 
almost no contrast. Population: 16 in 64, 5 finer. 

471 1899 MS 65 PCGS. A brilliant example of this always-popular dol¬ 
lar with an extremely low official mintage. Sharply struck and show¬ 
ing no detracting abrasions on either side. 

472 1899 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Untoned with razor sharp definition 
and only minimal surface marks. Once given too much attention 
because of its low mintage, the ‘99-P is, however, genuinely scarce 
in gem prooflike condition.

A very rare 
dollar with prooflike fields, and even more elusive with a deeply 
mirrored finish. Not completely struck up, the surfaces are light gray 
overall, and the fields show fine die polishing marks which are 
responsible for imparting the reflectivity seen in the fields. 

476 1900-0 MS 65 PCGS. Soft, creamy luster with just a touch of light 
patina. 

477 1900-0 MS 65 Fleur de Coin, colorful rainbow toning on the 
obverse; 1901-0 MS 65; 1902-0 MS 63; and a 1904-0 MS 65. All 
are Fleur de Coin graded. (Total: 4 coins) 


478 1900-0 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Fully struck and brilliant. 


479 1900-S MS 64PQ Fleur de Coin. Bright, flashy surfaces, as usually 
seen on this issue, and reasonably well struck, with only the slight¬ 
est hint of color on each side. 

480 1901 AU 55 AN ACS. Softly struck, the fields show heavy metal 
flow, and light peripheral color is noted on each side. 

481 1901 AU 58 NGC. So very close to uncirculated with only the 
faintest rubbing on some of the highest points. 

482 1901 -S MS 64 PCGS. Light opaque-gray toning over both sides and 
a clean coin as well that only lacks a more complete strike to grade 
MS 65. A good value in this scarce date at today’s levels. 

483 1902-0 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A brilliant specimen with full, 
watery mirrors on both sides. A rare and elusive prooflike Morgan 
dollar. 


484 1904-S XF 40 AN ACS. Light in color. 


485 (7) 1921 MS 64 Fleur de Coin; 1921 Morgan MS 63 Prooflike; (3) 

1921 Morgans MS 64 Semi-Prooflike; 1921 Morgan MS 64 
Prooflike; and a 1921-S MS 64. All are Fleur de Coin certified. 
(Total: 13 coins) 


486 (3) 1921 Morgans MS 64 Fleur de Coin; and a 1921 Morgan MS 65

487 1921 MS 64 ANACS. VAM-6. This variety shows doubling on some 

of the stars and peripheral legends on the obverse. Nice, light toning. 


Shimmering mint brilliance and a strong 
strike for this often poorly produced D-mint. 

489 1921-D MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike Fleur de Coin. Quite well mir¬ 
rored in the fields with mildly contrasting, frosted devices.

490 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 PR 64 NGC. Only 200 proofs were 

reportedly struck of this first year issue, making the 7 Tail Feather 
variety one of the rarest and most desirable of all proof Morgans, 
eclipsed only by the 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 and the Zerbe and 
Chapman proofs of 1921. This piece has unfathomable depth of mir¬ 
rored reflectivity in the fields. The surfaces are generally brilliant 
except for a ring of golden patina around the rims on each side. 
Population: 13 in 64, only 8 finer. 


491 1884 PR 62 ANACS. Very deeply toned but still obviously a proof 
as one can immediately tell when held beneath a light. 

492 1897 PR 63 ANACS. Hazy gray-golden toning covers both sides and 
subdues much of the coin’s mirrored flash. 


493 1899 PR 55 ANACS. Quickly identifiable as a proof with deeply 

mirrored fields and a razor sharp strike. Unfortunately, this coin 
entered circulation for a short time. 


494 1900 PR 60 ANACS. Light in color and still retaining bright mirrors 

in the fields, but covered with innumerable tiny abrasions. 


495 1901 Proof—Ungraded—Genuine—Artificially Toned ANACS. A 

circulated proof (PR 50) that shows bright, speckled toning. 


496 1902 PR 60 ANACS. Deep blue and violet toning. 


497 1904—Proof—Cleaned—ANACS. Ungraded on the holder, this cir¬ 

culated proof example is now an AU 50, displaying myriad hairlines 
from having been harshly cleaned. An affordable example. 
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CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


498 1923 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant and heavily frosted. 


499 1923-D MS 65 Fleur de Coin. Lustrous and sharply defined with a 
dusting of light color on each side. 

500 1923-S MS 64 NGC. Bright satin-like surfaces. Only a few short 
contact marks on the obverse preclude a gem rating. 


501 1924 MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck, the lustrous surfaces are overlaid 

by beautiful, variegated toning. Simply splendid. 


502 1924-S MS 63 NGC. A scarcer, choice Peace dollar and a mostly 
bright specimen. A few contact marks, and the typical strike restrict 
the grade. 

503 1925 MS 66 PCGS. A near-flawless coin that shows heavy mint frost 
beneath rich golden toning. Peace dollars are much scarcer in MS 66 
than Morgan dollars. 


504 1925-S MS 63 NGC. Lustrous and brilliant, but, of course, softly 

struck. 


505 1927-D MS 61 ANACS. The unnaturally bright toning is covered 

with a thin haze on each side. Sharply struck. 


506 1927-D MS 63PQ PCI. 95% White. Lustrous. 


507 1927-D MS 64 PCGS. An upper-end coin that has almost all the eye 

appeal of a full gem. The surfaces are completely brilliant with the 
frosted white luster virtually unimpaired by blemishes of any size. 
Fully struck as well, this is a coin for someone who needs this scarce 
issue in near-gem condition. 


508 1927-S MS 60 ANACS. Well struck with bright satiny luster. 


509 1927-S MS 61 ANACS. Mostly untoned, there is a light, milky haze 

on both sides. 


510 1928-S MS 61 ANACS. Untoned and well struck, there are some 

water spots and streaks on both sides, that account for the grade. 


511 1934-D MS 63 PCGS. Brilliant. 


512 1935-S MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck with smooth, satin-like luster 

and virtually abrasion-free. Attractive, light toning is seen over both 
sides. 


CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 


513 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 63 NGC. Boldly struck and 

kept from a higher grade by a few inconsequential field marks. 


514 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. The rarest of all the small 

gold comments, the '05 L&C is rarely found in mint state and is very 
elusive any finer than MS 63. This piece has a mixture of yellow and 
orange-gold color and shows a couple of distracting surface marks. 


515 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. Original, deep 
golden color, a few alloy spots show in the centers of both sides. A 
splendid example of this very popular San Francisco product. 

516 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65 PCGS. Medium gold¬ 
en-orange color, the coin is virtually free from even the smallest 
abrasions. 


517 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 63 PCGS. Satiny and 

relatively free of marks, with lots of original mint frost on both sides. 
The Pan-Pac quarter eagle is the only gold commemorative of this 
denomination besides the Sesquicentennial. and additional demand 
for this coin comes from collectors who specialize in Panama- 
Pacific Exposition memorabilia. Prices for this issue have also 
reached very reasonable levels in the past two years. 


518 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 65 PCGS. Richly col¬ 

ored, frosty surfaces that are essentially void of noticeable marks. An 
elusive gem quality example of this conditionally scarce gold corn- 


519 1916 McKinley MS 63 NGC. A lustrous example with deep reddish- 

gold color. 


520 1916 McKinley MS 63 NGC. Dusky orange-gold color with an 

underlying semi-prooflikeness in the fields. 


521 1916 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. A splendid gold dollar with rich red- 

dish-coppery tonal qualities. 


522 1916 McKinley MS 65 PCGS. An attractive coin with rich orange- 

gold color over most of the surfaces, intermixed with light blue here 
and there. 


523 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. Lustrous golden-orange sur¬ 

faces with a couple of small alloy spots on the obverse. 


524 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and bright with a 

few tiny marks that account for the grade. 


525 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Sharp and quite frosty, with 

only a few pinpoint marks precluding a gem rating. 


526 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65 NGC. A lovely gem example that has 
rich golden-orange color. The only visible defect is a small planchet 
flaw on the reverse above the right comer of Independence Flail. 

527 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65 PCGS. Radiant luster with even 
color and virtually mark-free surfaces. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


528 1853 AU 58 PCGS. Fully struck with much of the original luster left. 


529 1853-0 MS 62 NGC. One of the more frequently encountered O- 

mint gold dollars, this piece is a bit softly struck in the centers but 
completely lustrous. Minimally abraded for a coin in this grade. 


530 1854 Type One MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and fully struck with a light 

edging of reddish patina. Die clashed on the reverse. 


531 1854 Type Two AU 53 NGC. Bright and well struck with the usual¬ 
ly seen die clashing in the fields. 

532 1854 Type Two AU 53 NGC. Noticeable portions of mint luster still 
cling to the devices. A couple of large scratches are seen on the 
reverse in the area of the date. 


533 1854 Type Two MS 62 PCGS. A sharp strike with far less die clash¬ 
ing than is normally seen and just a few scattered abrasions over 
either side. Important as a scarce mint state example of this short¬ 
lived type. 

534 1855 Type Two AU 50 PCGS. An original piece with a light touch of 
reddish patina on each side. 

535 1855 Type Two AU 50 PCGS. Well struck from clashed dies, with 
muted luster, and orange-gold color. 
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1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Sharply defined on the obverse, the sur¬ 
faces are extraordinarily clean with the only detraction being light 
clash marks in the fields. 

1859 AU 58 NGC. A bright, well struck coin that looks at first 
glance like it is uncirculated. 

1859-C AU 53 PCGS. The 1859-C gold dollar could never be used 
as a type coin because of the remarkably bad planchets that were 
used to produce this issue. That, coupled with the extremely low 
mintage of only 5,235 pieces, make the ‘59-C an issue that is little 
known outside of the relatively small circle of Southern gold spe¬ 
cialists. As a result, it is quite reasonably priced considering its rari¬ 
ty. This piece is unusually well struck on both sides, and the only 
mentionable planchet problem we can see is an area of porosity 
above and through the O of DOLLAR. Otherwise, this is a clean, 
‘•problem-free” coin (considering the issue overall), that shows 
bright yellow-gold color. Trends 53,750. 

1859-S XF 45 NGC. A reasonably scarce issue with only 15,000 
pieces produced and a major condition rarity above XF. On this piece 
the surfaces have a muted orange-gold color and there are few abra¬ 
sions noted on either side. 


1859-S AU 50 NGC. While scarce as one might imagine with an 
original mintage of only 15,000 pieces, it is really in AU and better 
that one realizes the true rarity of this issue. A trifle softly struck on 
the highpoints of the design, the surfaces of this coin are generally 
free from troubling abrasions and show light reddish accents around 
the devices. 


1867 MS 62 PCGS. A prooflike specimen, as is the typical survivor 
from a mintage of just 5,200 business strikes. The few mint state 
pieces remaining are generally fairly choice, making this a rare 
opportunity to acquire a more affordable uncirculated example of 
this elusive gold dollar issue. Trends $1,625. 


1874 MS 62 NGC. Attractive, yellow-gold color. Partial LIBERTY 
on the headband. Lightly clashed dies. 


1885 MS 63 NGC. A deeply mirrored gold dollar that at First glance 
resembles a proof striking. However, this piece lacks the orange peel 
surface of a proof and it shows die crumbling at the rims, especially 
on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 


1836 AU 50 AN ACS. Head of 1835. Breen-6143. Softly struck in the 
centers, a couple of parallel lines are noted running diagonally 
across the shield on the reverse. We are not sure just what these lines 
are, but they do appear to be of mint origin. Rich reddish patina in 
the fields. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


1841 -D XF 40 ANACS. A very rare date that is virtually unobtain¬ 
able in higher grades. Most survivors are VF or XF at best and soft¬ 
ly struck. One expert doubted that as many as 55 pieces have sur¬ 
vived in all grades out of the original mintage of 4,164. This piece is 
surprisingly well detailed with little weakness noted on the hair curls 
or eagle’s plumage. An original coin with pleasing, light golden 
color in the Fields. 


1842-C VF 25 PCGS. It is unlikely that more than 50 1842-C quar¬ 
ter eagles have survived in all grades with pieces seldom found bet¬ 
ter than Fine or Very Fine. As usual, this piece is weakly struck, but 
there are no particularly distracting marks on either side. 


1843-0 AU 55 NGC. Small Date. One of the more available New 
Orleans quarter eagles and a date that can be found in relatively 
problem-free condition. This piece has slight softness in the centers, 
and shows light yellow-gold color. Trends $400. 


548 1845 MS 63 PCGS. One of the more available early Liberty quarter 

eagles in circulated grades, but a very elusive one in choice condi¬ 
tion. This specimen is particularly well struck w'ith excellent star, 
hair, and feather definition. It is very lustrous with a bright, green- 
gold patina. Population: 3 in 63, none higher. Trends $4,600. 


549 1846 AU 55 PCGS. A scarce and underappreciated issue, the 1846 is 

surprisingly difficult to locate in all grades and is especially chal¬ 
lenging in AU. This coin is very well defined on the obverse with a 
bit of the usual softness of highpoint detail on the eagle’s plumage 
on the reverse. The surfaces overall are bright with an attractive yel¬ 
low-gold color. The only marks of any note are a couple of small 
ones on Liberty’s cheek. Trends $1,250. 


550 1846-0 XF 45 NGC. Attractive, with relatively smooth surfaces. 

This appears to be Breen-6186, the so-called overdate, and to make 
it even more interesting, the reverse is rotated 90 degrees. Trends 
$625. 


551 1849-C AU 50 PCGS. One of the rarest of all Charlotte quarter 

eagles, probably no more than 55 examples exist in all grades, and 
very few are believed extant above the XF level. This is a superior 
specimen exhibiting a stronger strike than usually seen both on the 
borders and in the centers. Clean, problem-free surfaces with a over¬ 
lay of green-gold patina. Trends $5,250. 


552 1852 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck and light in color. 


553 1857-0 AU 50 PCGS. Better struck than the average specimen of 

this issue and showing deep orange-gold coloration. Trends $1,550. 


554 1859-S XF 40 PCGS. A nice, problem-free example of this tougher 
date. The mintage for this issue is 15,200 pieces. The PCGS coins 
thus far certified are fairly evenly scattered over a broad range of 
grades from VF 25 to AU 58. Trends $1,150. 

555 1860 AU 58 NGC. Most 1860 quarter eagles are XF with a few AU 
pieces known. This piece is well struck and retains almost complete 
mint luster. Modestly abraded. 


556 1866-S XF 45 NGC. A moderately scarce issue that is usually not 

available any Finer than XF. This piece has the striking softness com¬ 
mon to S-mint gold of this era and there are hardly any noticeable 
marks. 


557 1869-S AU 55 NGC. Typically weak in the centers, with an attrac¬ 

tive pinkish-gold tint and satiny luster. Most often found well worn, 
the 1869-S emerges as a truly rare issue in AU and uncirculated con¬ 
dition. Trends $2,300. 


558 1872-S AU 50 PCGS. Conditionally scarce above VF, in AU the ‘72- 
S is decidedly rare. This coin has uncharacteristically strong luster 
for an AU, and there are only a few small abrasions. Rich reddish- 
orange color is noted on both sides. Trends $1,050. 

559 1873 AU 53 NGC. Open 3. Well struck with a few small abrasions 
scattered about and a fair portion of mint luster still evident sur¬ 
rounding the devices. 

560 1874 MS 61 NGC. Bright and semi-prooflike. A tiny dot-like abra¬ 
sion is noted above the eagle’s head. 


561 1876-S XF 45 PCGS. Softly struck in the centers, as always, and 

showing small amounts of luster still around the devices. A scarce, 
low mintage issue with only 5,000 pieces minted. Trends $665. 


562 1876-S AU 58 NGC. A strong strike for this low-mintage (5,000 

pieces) date, with splashes of deep rose color over lustrous orange- 
gold surfaces. Elusive at any grade level, with pieces approaching 
mint state of the utmost scarcity. Trends $2,450 in AU 55, $3,900 in 
MS 60. 
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563 1886 MS 64 NGC. Flashy color and luster. In a decade of low- 

mintage quarter eagle mintages, the 1886 is no exception, with a 
business strike production of just 4,000 coins. This is the finest 
example thus far certified by NGC. 


564 1887 MS 64 NGC. Only 6,160 business strikes were coined in this 

low mintage year. This specimen exhibits reflective surfaces on each 
side, and several alloy spots are noted for accuracy. Population: 2 in 
64, none finer. Trends 53,350 in MS 63. not listed higher. 


565 1891 MS 64 NGC. Another of the scarce dates in the ‘80s and ‘90s 

with a small mintage of only 10,960 business strikes. Bright, satiny 
luster covers each side. A couple of minor surface marks limit the 
grade. Population: 7 in 64, 1 finer. 


566 1900 MS 66 NGC. Scintillating mint luster rolls around the surfaces 

of this lovely, tum-of-the-century type piece. Nearly flawless, the 
striking details are fully brought up, and the coin has a light accent 
of reddish patina. 


567 1902 MS 61 PCGS. Nice color. 


568 1902 MS 62 PCGS. Medium orange-gold color. Sharply struck. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


569 1909 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with remarkably clean surfaces for 

the grade. 


570 1911 AU 58 NGC. Lustrous—looks uncirculated. 


571 1911 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous and well struck. 


572 1911-D AU 58 NGC. A sharply struck coin overall with a well 

defined mintmark as well. The surfaces have a matte-like appearance 
and most of the satiny luster is still intact. An excellent example of 
this scarce, key date issue. 


573 1913 AU 55 PCGS. Light wear on the highpoints and a few small 

field marks. 


574 1914 MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck. 


575 1914 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with sparkling mint luster. An 

unusual find in such a superior state of preservation. 


576 1914-D MS 62 NGC. Well struck with coruscating mint luster. A 

scarcer issue in this short-lived gold series. 


577 1914-D MS 62 PCGS. Both sides show deep reddish-coppery color 

that adds considerably to the overall visual appeal of the coin. 


578 1914-D MS 62 NGC. Well struck with bright, lustrous surfaces. 


579 1914-D MS 62 NGC. A brightly lustrous example of this scarcer, 

semi-key issue. 


580 1914-D MS 63 NGC. Well brought up with subdued reddish-golden 

surfaces. Lightly marked. 


581 1926 MS 61 NGC. 


582 1927 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck with rich reddish-orange color. 
An alloy spot is noted over the eye of the Native American. 

583 1928 MS 62 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, there are several field 
marks on each side. 


1929 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with bright mint luster. 


1929 MS 62 NGC. Full strike. 


CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


1855 MS 61 NGC. The 1855 may be regarded by specialists as "no 
big deal,” and indeed it is one of the more available early date threes. 
However, when contrasted to a truly common date, such as 1854. one 
immediately notes that the mintage of the 1855 is about one-third 
that of the ‘54, and in mint state it is at least two dozen times rarer. 
This piece is very well struck with smooth, silky luster that graces 
both sides of the coin. There are a few abrasions noted on each side 
that restrict the grade, but do not really detract from its eye appeal. 


1873 Closed 3 XF 40 PCGS. The Closed 3 1873 is one of the great 
rarities in the three-dollar series. Its mintage was unrecorded for 
some unknown reason but by extrapolating from the number of sur¬ 
vivors seen, Akers estimates that somewhere in the range of 200-300 
pieces were struck—an impressively low mintage, the Closed 3 
coins are generally considered to be originals while the Open 3s are 
most likely restrikes. Most Closed 3s are circulated to some extent. 
This is a bright, partially lustrous coin that shows a normal amount 
of light wear. The fields are semi-prooflike, as usual, and they exhib¬ 
it attractive orange-gold color. Trends $4,250. 


1878 AU 58 PCGS. Lustrous and attractive with more of a soft strike 
than wear. A bargain piece that looks fully uncirculated. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLES 


1800 MS 62 NGC. B. 1-D. Quite well defined on the obverse with a 
bit of striking softness noted in the center of the reverse on the 
eagle’s breast above the shield and at the juncture of the left (facing) 
wing and shield. The lustrous surfaces show no adjustment marks, 
but the grade is accounted for by a couple of thin scratches on the 
upper portion of the portrait of Liberty. A very elusive gold type coin 
to locate in strict mint condition and a significant offering as such. 


1806 AU 58 NGC. Round Top 6, Stars 7x6. This is the most com¬ 
monly encountered Heraldic Eagle five and according to Breen there 
are more survivors from this die pair than all the other 1805-6 vari¬ 
eties combined. Most examples seen have heavy adjustment marks, 
but this piece shows none of these distracting mintmade blemishes. 
Also sharply impressed in the center of each side, the richly colored 
surfaces show almost complete mint luster. Light planchet flaking is 
noted behind Liberty’s head. 


1811 MS 60 NGC. Small 5. As a date, the 1811 is a median rarity 
as an issue in this briefly minted series, but of course, is a consider¬ 
able rarity in strict mint condition. The obverse devices are razor 
sharp and there are no singly distracting blemishes on either side. 
Rich greenish-gold color overall with a hint of reddish peripheral 
patina. Trends $4,900. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


1841 AU 50 PCGS. Well struck, especially on the obverse, there are 
a few marks on each side and quite a bit of luster intermixed with the 
semi-reflective fields. Bright surfaces with a warm, yellow-gold 
color overall. Trends $1,900. 


1842 MS 60 Sea Salvaged ANACS. Large Letters. At first glance 
this piece has the detail and look of a higher grade. Closer examina¬ 
tion reveals granular surfaces with evidence of cleaning. The scarcer 
of the two varieties. 


1842-D Small Date XF 40 NGC. A scarce date among Dahlonega 
half eagles, but one that pales in comparison to its more famous 
Large Date counterpart. The Small Date is very elusive above XF. 
Softly impressed in the centers, there is much original luster still 
seen surrounding the devices, and no large or distracting blemishes. 
Trends $1,350. 
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595 1842-D Large Date Fine 15 NGC. A very rare issue, and in fact, 

probably the rarest D-mint five, even surpassing the 1861 -D. As 
such, it is of the greatest importance to collectors of Dahlonega gold. 
This piece shows ample wear over each side, but no notable marks 
or disturbances so common to this issue. Trends SI ,150 in Fine 12. 


596 1844-0 VF 25 PCI. Very lightly impressed on the obverse stars. The 
only detracting marks are a few tiny abrasions on the reverse. 

597 1845-0 AU 58 NGC. A solid AU example of this condition rarity. 
The surfaces are boldly detailed in all areas with some luster remain¬ 
ing. Bright, yellow-golden appearance. Population: 2 in 58, 2 finer. 

598 1848-C XF 45 PCGS. A scarcer issue than the mintage of 64,472 
pieces would suggest, especially in better grades. A bit softly struck 
on the highpoints of the design, the fields show myriad small abra¬ 
sions, none of which are singularly distracting. A small rim ding is 
noted at 2 o’clock on the obverse. 


599 1850 AU 53 NGC. A deceptively difficult issue whose high mintage 

of 64,491 pieces makes the 1850 appear easier to locate than it actu¬ 
ally is. Very difficult above XF, this coin has bright orange-gold 
color and is well struck on the obverse with soft detailing on the 
reverse. 


600 1851-C XF 45 NGC. While scarcer than one might imagine from a 

mintage of almost 50,000 pieces, the ‘51-C is a condition rarity in 
XF or better condition. An estimated 18-20 pieces are believed 
extant in this grade range, making this a mid to high R.6 issue in XF. 
Reasonably well struck on the obverse, there is slight softness noted 
on the eagle’s neck on the reverse. Rich green-gold color, there are 
several small to medium sized marks in the Fields and on the devices 
of the obverse. 


601 1851-0 AU 50 Sea Salvaged ANACS. Much scarcer than the 

mintage of41,000 pieces would indicate. This coin is atypical for the 
issue with well defined hair curls, mintmark, and unusually clean, 
mark-free surfaces. The downside is that the surfaces exhibit a 
slightly porous appearance from exposure to salt water. 


602 1854-D AU 55 NGC. A well struck, problem-free example of this 

relatively common D-mint five. The surfaces retain some original 
luster under the devices. A nice type piece. Trends $2,150. 


603 1854-D MS 61 ANACS. By Dahlonega gold standards, the ‘54-D 

half eagle can be considered relatively common, even in grades 
approaching mint state. Strict uncirculated pieces, however, are a 
prized item among rare gold specialists. The example offered here 
has deep yellow-gold color and nearly full mint luster. The strike is 
well defined in the centers with the only noticeable deficiency being 
an occasional softness on the denticles, as is standard for the date. 
High on the condition census scale for this popular D-mint five. 


604 1855-S AU 50 PCGS. A very elusive No Motto half eagle that is not 

only an absolute rarity but is a major condition rarity as well. Only a 
handful of coins is known in AU, with no mint state examples grad¬ 
ed by either service. The details are fully struck and there is only one 
mentionable mark behind Liberty’s lower hair curl. Good remaining 
luster as well. 


605 1855-S AU 50 NGC. A second example of this important condition 

rarity. A very clean coin that also shows good luster around the 
devices. Trends $2,900. 


606 1858-C MS 60 NGC. The ‘58-C is rare in all grades. Breen consid¬ 

ers it “very rare above EF; prohibitively rare Unc.” Ranked an R.8 in 
mint condition with only 2-3 pieces believed known, this piece is 
obviously among the finest examples extant of this rare issue. The 
surfaces are bright and show a mixture of semi-prooflikeness and 
mint frost. The striking details are quite strong on the obverse with 
only slight softness noted on the reverse. Each side is typically 
abraded for an MS 60. Population: 1 in 60, 2 finer. 


607 1864 AU 50 Cleaned ANACS. An elusive Civil War era issue from 

a tiny mintage of just 4,170 business strikes. Survivors are often well 
worn and seldom exceed XF in grade. This piece is bright from the 
obvious cleaning and shows a bit of porosity in the fields 


608 1866 AU 55 PCGS. With a mintage of only 6,700 pieces one would 

expect this to be a scarce coin. It is, in fact, a rare date in all grades 
and one that is seldom seen above the XF level, and there are no mint 
state examples known. This is a sharply defined example with a feu 
small, scattered abrasions and even reddish-gold color. Trends 
$5,500 in AU 55. 


609 1869 AU 50 PCGS. An extremely rare With Motto five with an 

impressively low mintage of only 1,760 pieces. Typical for the issue, 
this piece is prooflike in the fields and sharply struck. Light reddish 
color is seen over both sides. This is one of the finest examples of 
this rare date known. No mint state pieces are known to exist today. 
Population: 4 in AU 50, 5 finer. Trends $3,900. 


610 1869-S AU 53 NGC. One of the finest known examples of this con¬ 

ditionally scarce half eagle, the ‘69-S is far more difficult than its 
rather substantial mintage of 31,000 pieces would suggest. This 
piece is bright and minimally worn, displaying a light yellow-gold 
coloration throughout. Population: 1 in 53, 1 higher (none in mint 
state at either service). Trends $9,000 in AU 50, none listed higher. 


611 1871 AU 58 PCGS. A very rare Coronet five with a mintage of only 

3,230 business strikes, most of which grade only VF or XF. Mint 
state pieces are unknown and this coin is tied for finest known hon¬ 
ors with one other AU 58 certified by PCGS. Well struck with bright, 
prooflike fields and showing only a couple of small field marks on 
each side. 


612 1872 AU 50 PCGS. With one of the lowest mintages in the entire 

half eagle denomination (1,660 pieces), it is not surprising that '72 
half eagles are rare in all grades. Most survivors are VF or XF at 
best, with AU coins being quite rare and elusive. This piece shows a 
bit of softness on the highpoints, this being the only detracting fea¬ 
ture we can find on this otherwise pleasing coin. The surfaces have 
taken on a deep reddish patina and the fields retain much of the orig¬ 
inal prooflike finish. Trends $3,500. 


613 1873 Open 3 MS 62 PCGS. A rare issue and definitely an impor¬ 

tant coin in mint condition. Well defined except on the eagle’s neck, 
the coin has an attractive orange-gold patina and shows a few small 
marks, mostly on the obverse. Population: 4 in 62, 4 finer. 


614 1874-S XF 45 NGC. An extremely rare With Motto half eagle that 

is one of the finer examples known. Light wear shows on essential¬ 
ly mark-free fields. As usual, the mintmark is ill-defined due to 
weakness of strike. Coppery-golden color throughout. 


615 1880 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck on the obverse, the reverse is less- 

than-complete in its definition. The fields are bright with shimmer¬ 
ing semi-prooflikeness and show just a touch of light reddish patina 
around the rims. At this level, the 1880 is a condition rarity. Only 17 
pieces have been so graded by PCGS with 5 finer. 


616 1886 MS 63 NGC. A scarcer issue in mint condition, this richly col¬ 

ored piece shows shimmering mint frost (unusual as most are 
prooflike), and is well struck in most areas. Population: 12 in 63, 7 
finer. 


617 1890 MS 62 PCGS. A rare, low mintage issue with only 4,240 busi¬ 

ness strikes produced. Most survivors are VF-XF. This piece shows 
impressive prooflike fields and only minor scuffiness. Very rare in 
mint condition. Population. 2 in 62, only 1 finer. Trends $2,900 in 
MS 60, not listed higher. 


618 1890-CC AU 58 PCGS. A bit softly struck in the centers, most of the 

mint luster remains. 


619 1893-S MS 62 NGC. Bright and sharply struck. 


620 1893-S MS 63 NGC. Good luster with small marks scattered about. 

Scarce so fine. Population: 11 in 63, 8 finer. 
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621 1900 MS 62 NQC. Minimally abraded for the grade. 


622 1901 MS 62 PCGS. Rich reddish-orange peripheral color is seen on 

each side. A couple of abrasions on the chin of Liberty account for 
the grade. 


623 1908 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with deep coppery-reddish pati¬ 

na covering both sides. 


624 1908 MS 64 PCGS. A lovely type coin that is not only close to tech¬ 

nical perfection, but also has a strong element of eye appieal based 
on the rich golden-rose and lilac patina seen on each side. Fully

34,200 pieces struck. This is a problem-free specimen that is moder¬ 
ately worn and displays a fairly distinct mintmark considering the 
grade. 


632 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous, the grade is accounted for by the 

presence of a few small abrasions above the eagle on the reverse. 


633 1911-D AU 50 ANACS. A scarce date and seldom seen above AU. 

Lightly abraded. 


634 1911-D AU 55 NGC. With most of the mint luster still in evidence, 

this piece has much of the appearance of a rare mint state coin. Deep 
coppery-reddish patina covers the surfaces with “dirty” gray patina 
on the highpoints of the design. 


635 1911 -D AU 55 NGC. A very elusive issue and seldom seen in strict

1846 XF 40 PCGS. A much scarcer coin than even the low mintage 
of 20.095 pieces would indicate. The 1846 is also a condition rarity 
with most of the known survivors in the VF grade range. This is an 
average coin for the grade with only small, insignificant marks on 
either side and slight softness of strike in the centers. Medium 
orange-gold color with an alloy spot at the top of the reverse. 


1846 XF 40 NGC. A second example of this scarcer P-mint ten. This 
piece is softly struck on the highpoints of the design, the devices are 
outlined with rich reddish patina, and the only mark worthy of men¬ 
tion is a shallow scratch above the eagle’s head on the reverse. 


1846/5-0 XF 45 PCGS. This variety of overdate shows the rem¬ 
nants of the knob of the 5 within the loop of the 6. Well struck in 
most areas and rather extensively abraded as are most examples of 
this date, overdates and regular dates alike. Greenish-yellow color. 
Trends $2,400 in XF 45 as a regular date, but unlisted as an overdate. 


1849 AU 58 NGC. One of the more available dates in the 1840s with 
the occasional mint state coin even available, albeit quite expensive. 
This piece is just a whisper away from mint condition with slight 
friction in the fields and on the devices. Numerous small contact 
marks pepper each side. Well struck in the centers with some soft¬ 
ness on the obverse stars. 


1850 Large Date MS 63 PCGS. Of obvious importance to both the 
specialist as well as the type collector, this piece is tied for the finest 
known Large Date 1850 certified by the major services out of a total 
of 18 pieces in all the grades of mint state. Frosted mint luster with 
rich orange-gold patina. The reverse dies were striated prior to strik¬ 
ing. Somewhat softly struck in the centers. An important and valu¬ 
able No Motto ten. 


1852-0 AU 50 PCGS. An extremely rare coin in AU. Aside from the 
extraordinary state of preservation, the coin is fairly typical for the 
issue. The stars around the obverse are flat and remnants of an orig¬ 
inal prooflike surface are seen in the fields. The single most identi¬ 
fying feature on this coin (for pedigree purposes) is a mark above the 
eagle’s right wing. Population: 8 in AU 50, 4 finer. 


1854 MS 60 PCGS. Blundered Date, Breen-6911. A surprisingly 
scarce issue considering the mintage was a hefty 54,250 pieces. 
While relatively available in lower grades, the 1854 is quite difficult 
to locate in strict AU condition, and in mint state fewer than a dozen 
pieces are believed known. The Blundered Date is an interesting 
mispunching, no doubt attributable to James Longacre and his limi¬ 
tations as a die sinker. The base and part of the upright of an extra 1 
can be seen just above the denticles below the left side of the 8 in the 
date. Considered “very rare” by Breen. This is a low condition cen¬ 
sus coin that has frosty features and the expected scuffiness in the 
fields consistent with the grade. Population: 2 in 60, 2 higher. 


1856-0 AU 50 PCGS. A very scarce issue and an important condi¬ 
tion rarity in the No Motto series of tens. Three pieces have been cer¬ 
tified at the AU 55 level, with none finer, and this original coin is 
tied with several others as second finest known at AU 50. Akers 
compares the ‘56-0 in overall rarity to the 1852-0 and ‘55-0, and is 
nearly as elusive as the ‘48-0 and ‘49-0. An original coin, the sur¬ 
faces have a warm, coppery toning over both sides. Apparently cop¬ 
per stains are quite common on this issue as two of the coins listed 
in the condition census have stains either behind the hair bun or 
behind the lower curls of hair. This piece has an almost identical cop¬ 
per stain to the James Carter coin (Stack’s 1/86), but other features 
distinguish this piece from that one. This coin is somewhat softly 
defined, as usual. There is a small nick in the upper obverse field in 
front of the forelock, and a pair of milling marks are noted in the 
right obverse field in from star 11. 
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1858-S AU 50 PCGS. The details of this coin are sharply struck with 
virtually no softness noted on any of the devices. Overall, the coin 
has light yellow-gold surfaces. There is a normal amount of handling 
marks on either side with one heavy one noted on Liberty’s cheek. 


1859-S AU 50 PCGS. The low-production (7,000 pieces) 1859-S 
eagle is a rarity in both absolute terms and also from a condition per¬ 
spective. The few known pieces most often show extensive wear, 
with VF and low-end XF pieces being typical. Examples grading as 
high as AU can be considered extremely rare and no uncirculated 
coins are reported. The specimen offered here is well struck in the 
centers and retains considerable mint brilliance. 


1862 AU 58 PCGS. An elusive issue at all grade levels and prohibi¬ 
tively rare in AU condition. Only 10,960 business strikes were pro¬ 
duced. This date is so elusive that the rare proofs are easier to locate 
than high grade business strikes. The surfaces are bright and retain 
much original mint luster. Although there are myriad small contact 
marks on both sides, there are no singularly distracting blemishes 
worthy of mention on this remarkable Civil War issue. 


1867 AU 55 PCGS. This is the finest certified 1867 ten-dollar (actu¬ 
ally tied for finest with a single NGC AU 55), and it is a lovely spec¬ 
imen indeed. The fields are bright and prooflike with only a few 
small abrasions that diminish the sparkle of the coin. Sharply struck 
throughout with excellent detailing on the hair curls of Liberty and 
the eagle’s plumage. Superior quality and strong eye appeal. 


1868 AU 58 PCGS. A scarce With Motto issue that is apparently 
unknown in mint state as none have yet been certified by either of 
the major services. This is quite an impressive piece that has bright, 
reflective fields, is well struck, and has a number of smaller abra¬ 
sions scattered across the surfaces, the only mentionable ones being 
several contact marks on the face of Liberty. 


1871 -S XF 45 PCGS. An extremely rare S-mint ten with a mintage 
of only 16,500 pieces. Not only is this an absolute rarity, but it is an 
important condition rarity as well that is considered “prohibitively 
rare above VF” by Breen. The coin has bright fields, and the striking 
details are generally well brought up. 


1874 AU 55—Genuine—Scratched—ANACS. An AU 55 coin, the 
1874 is seldom seen above XF. The obverse shows deep reddish 
color while the reverse has a bright yellow-gold appearance. A bit 
softly struck with a couple of larger field marks on the obverse. 
Noticeably scratched in the left obverse field. 


1876-S AU 50 PCGS. The mintage for this date is only 5,000 pieces, 
the second lowest San Francisco eagle behind only the 1864-S, and 
tied with the 1860-S. As might be expected, this issue is considered 
rare in any condition. This is a bright, well struck coin that shows a 
number of tiny abrasions scattered about, the most noticeable ones 
being visible on the obverse. 


1879 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck, but a bit dull in the luster cate¬ 
gory. There are a few abrasions, particularly on the obverse. 
Population: 6 in 62, 3 finer. Trends $1,500. 


1879-0 XF 40 PCGS. A major rarity in the With Motto series of 
eagles, but that should not be too surprising with a mintage of only 
1,500 pieces. The ‘79-0 is similar in rarity to the 1883-0, but per¬ 
haps not quite as well known as that famous rarity. The fields of this 
piece show considerable remnants of a prooflike surface, and even 
though numerous handling marks are present, the coin still has con¬ 
siderable flash. Well struck in general. The most obvious marks are 
several located on the reverse. An important offering for the gold 
specialist. 


1880 MS 61 PCGS. Prooflike and fully struck. 


1880 MS 63 NGC. Rich reddish color covers both sides of this 
select specimen. Fairly common in lesser grades of uncirculated, the 
population of 1880 eagles thins out rapidly in finer grades. Fully 
struck with a few field marks that account for the grade. Population: 
5 in 63, only 1 finer. 


661 1883 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous surfaces. 

One of the finest examples known. Population: 3 in 63. 1 finer. 


662 1884 MS 63 PCGS. A very elusive later date ten that is virtually 

impossible to obtain in strict mint condition, a rather surprising fact 
considering that more than 75,000 pieces were produced. This coin 
is fully struck and fully lustrous but does show a few small abrasions 
on each side in keeping with the grade. Population: 14 in 63. only 1 
finer. Trends $4,250. 


663 1884-S MS 60 PCGS. A scarcer date in all grades that is especially 

difficult above XF. In mint state the ‘84-S is especially elusive. This 
solid uncirculated piece shows numerous bagmarks that account for 
the grade, but the strike is strong, and there is rich reddish-golden 
color over both sides. Trends $500. 


664 1885 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck and minimally marked, the lus¬ 

ter is a bit too muted for a higher grade. Population: 27 in 62, only 3 
finer. 


665 1886 AU 58 NGC. Very scarce and seldomly offered in AU. Sharply 

struck and semi-prooflike in the fields. Trends $375 in AU 55, $465 
in MS 60. 


666 1886 MS 64 PCGS. A scarce and underappreciated date in the No 

Motto series of tens. At the MS 64 level this piece is tied with only 
two others as the finest thus far certified by PCGS. An unquestion¬ 
ably original example, this piece shows bright, satiny luster beneath 
the pinkish-golden color that covers both sides. There are no men¬ 
tionable abrasions, just a few minor luster grazes scattered here and 
there. 


667 1892-S MS 63 PCGS. Scarce in uncirculated grades and especially 

elusive in MS 63 with none certified by either service in finer con¬ 
dition. This is a bright coin that has semi-prooflike fields and is over¬ 
laid with some orange-gold patina. The surfaces are lightly marked 
and sharply struck. A flashy example. Population: 7 in 63, none 
finer. 


668 1896 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous and well struck with an obvious mark 

on the lower part of Liberty’s cheek. Population: 15 in 63, none are 
finer. 


669 1896 MS 63 PCGS. A difficult grade for this lower mintage P-mint 

ten. Fully struck with reddish tinged luster in the fields. Trends 
$1,575. 


670 1898-S AU 55 ANACS. Light rubbing shows throughout. 


671 1901-0 MS 61 ANACS. Satiny and bright, with razor sharp detail. 


672 1901 -S MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck with superb luster as is almost 
always the case on this popular, common date ten Liberty. 

673 1903-0 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with rich orange-gold color and 
satiny luster. 

674 1905-S MS 63 PCGS. A very scarce issue in spite of its substantial 
mintage of 369,250 pieces. Strict mint state pieces are very rare with 
only 1 other coin so graded by PCGS and 1 in a higher grade. This 
is a sharply struck piece that has bright, fulsome luster. There are 
numerous small abrasions peppered across each side, none of which 
are large. A light, lilac colored area is noted in the right obverse 
field. Trends $5,000. 


675 1907 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck. 
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CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


676 1908-D No Motto MS 61 PCGS. Clean for the grade but a bit too 

hazy and dull to grade any higher. 


677 1908-S AU 58 ANACS. One of the lowest mintage dates in the series 

(59,850 pieces). An affordable example of this issue with original, 
orange-golden tinted surfaces. 


678 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. The ‘09-D is one of the most underrated 

issues in the series as well as being one of the rarest in the absolute 
sense. Rated by Akers as a high R.7, this piece has the usually seen 
frosted luster with a slightly granular texture, and rich golden high¬ 
lights of color. 


679 1909-S MS 62 ANACS. A somewhat scarcer issue that has only 

become a bit more available due to the recent appearance of a small 
hoard of this date. This is an exceptionally pleasing example that 
shows only the most trivial abrasions on either side. Sharply struck 
with rich, even reddish-gold color. 


680 1911 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with a couple of minor marks, this 

coin’s strong suit is its pronounced coppery-reddish and contrasting 
lilac patina. 


681 1911 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with sparkling, matte-like surfaces. 


682 1911 MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck, the bright yellow-gold color of the 

coin shows a light accent of reddish patina around the rim on the 
reverse. 


683 1911 -D XF 45 ANACS. This high-grade circulated piece has con¬ 

siderable mint luster remaining. 


684 1911 -S AU 50 ANACS. A scarce and popular low mintage issue with 

only 51,000 pieces produced. This is a well struck piece with slight¬ 
ly granular surfaces, good luster, and very few surface marks. A 
good buy in this grade. 


685 1911 -S MS 63 PCGS. A fully struck example of this scarce and 

highly regarded S-mint ten. The surfaces are extensively abraded and 
show a rich, deep-golden color that is most appealing. Trends 
$2,900. 


686 1914-D MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with bright flashy satin-like sur¬ 

faces and colored a rich orange-gold. A premium ten Indian. Trends 
$2,250. 


687 1916-S MS 62 ANACS. Satin-like and relatively unmarred for the 

grade, but just a trifle soft in the centers, as is the typical mint state 
example of this moderately scarcer S-mint Indian. Deep, rich, 
orange-golden toning. 


688 1916-S MS 63 PCGS. A solidly graded example of this S-mint ten 

Indian that can occasionally be located in mint condition. As usual, 
the surfaces are matte-like with a strong presence of satiny luster. A 
subtly variegated reddish color is noted, especially in the obverse 
fields, adding even more to the visual interest of the coin. A bit soft¬ 
ly struck at the top of the eagle’s wing on the reverse, as often seen. 
Population: 17 in 63, 15 finer. 


689 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Bright mint luster. 


690 1932 MS 62 NGC. A perfect example for the grade. Good luster and 

sharply struck with a few scattered marks. 


691 1932 MS 62 NGC. Superior mint luster. 


692 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck with a few abrasions scattered 

about. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


1851 -O AU 55 PCGS. The greenish-gold surfaces are highlighted by 
some reddish toning spots on each side and the surfaces overall are 
heavily abraded as is normal. A “common" date New Orleans Type 
One twenty. 


1852 AU 55 ANACS. Breen-7151. Original and quite well struck, 
with light abrasions throughout. A relatively high grade example of 
this early double eagle. 


1853 AU 55 NGC. Sharply struck with some of the original 
prooflikeness still remaining in the fields. 


1859 AU 55 PCGS. A once underappreciated issue, struck from a 
mintage of43,597 coins, that is now recognized as a true rarity in AU 
and an almost unobtainable date in true mint state. This piece is head 
and shoulders above most known specimens, with pleasing color and 
few appreciable marks. Trends $6,750. 


1873-S Closed 3 AU 55 PCGS. Heavily bagmarked, especially on 
the obverse, but the surfaces retain almost complete mint luster and 
show attractive pinkish-golden patina. 


1873-S Closed 3 MS 60 ANACS. Well struck and fully lustrous with 
a few small field marks scattered about. Trends $1,500. 


1873-S Open 3 MS 61 NGC. The scarcer of the two varieties of the 
issue, this piece has a considerable amount of rich orange-gold color 
with the usual number of small abrasions seen on large gold coins of 
this grade. The scarcer of the two issues. Trends $4,500 in MS 60. 


1874-S AU 58 PCGS. A popular San Francisco issue that becomes a 
most difficult date in mint state condition. An affordable example for 
those who appreciate the scarcity of the issue. 


1874-S MS 60 ANACS. While not especially difficult as an issue, 
the ‘74-S is scarce in strict mint state. This is a fully lustrous piece 
that shows several moderate sized abrasions on the obverse and 
reverse. Trends $1,150. 


1876-S MS 62 NGC. Full, unbroken mint luster and only modestly 
abraded, the most detracting features we can find on this coin are 
several moderate sized marks on the obverse. 


1879-CC AU 50 PCGS. A most appealing example of this low- 
mintage (10,708 pieces) Carson City double eagle, displaying con¬ 
siderable luster and a noticeable absence of heavy surface marks. 
With mint state pieces being virtually unobtainable, this attractive 
‘79-CC should be of considerable interest to double eagle and 
Carson City specialists. Trends $3,700. 


1880-S MS 60 NGC. Sharply struck and easily a point or two finer 
on the reverse. A much scarcer date at the entry level of uncirculat¬ 
ed. Trends $1,025. 


1890-CC AU 53 NGC. The surfaces are bright and display a lovely 
semi-prooflike quality. Generally well struck with some weakness on 
a couple of the stars. Trends $850 in AU 50, $1,250 in AU 55. 


1892 MS 60 PCGS. A scarce and very popular late date twenty, the 
second rarest business strike issue from the Philadelphia mint. Only 
a few dozen examples are extant from an original mintage of just 
4,523 pieces. This piece shows only a modest amount of contact 
marks and outstanding luster, with rich reddish color overlaying both 
sides. Conservatively graded. Population: 10 in 60, 8 finer. Trends 
$5,950. 


1894-S MS 63 PCGS. Pleasing for the grade, with an original, satiny 
appearance and frosty features. One of 67 pieces so graded by 
PCGS, with just 7 certified higher. Trends $1,250. 
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708 1899-S MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with medium golden-orange 

color. 


709 1904 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with lustrous orange-gold sur¬ 

faces. 


710 1904 MS 64 Fleur de Coin. Some subtlety in the luster is the only 

blemish on this coin preventing a higher grade. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


711 1895 PR 63 PCGS. A very rare date among proof twenties, only a 

third of the original mintage of 51 pieces is estimated to have sur¬ 
vived the past century. The devices show a strong contrast against the 
deeply reflective proof mirrors in the fields. A few light hairlines 
account for the grade on this select proof twenty. Population: 1 in 63, 
only 4 finer (all of which are PR 64). 


712 1906 PR 64 NGC. Only 94 proofs were struck in this year, most of 

which were either melted, damaged, or placed into circulation, leav¬ 
ing very few available today for collectors. This piece was struck in 
the no-contrast method of proofing used in the mint just after the 
turn of the century. The fields are incredibly deep in their mirrored 
reflectivity and the devices show the pinpoint striking details only 
seen on proofs. A few wispy hairlines and a thin milky haze account 
for the grade on this attractive, near-gem proof twenty. Population: 9 
in 64, only 1 finer. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 


713 1907 High Relief MS 65 PCGS. Wire Rim. An exceptionally attrac¬ 

tive example of this always popular one-year type. The thick, satiny 
luster is virtually uninterrupted by contact marks and there are no 
unsightly alloy spots to detract from the stunning visual appeal of 
this pristine coin. 


714 1907 High Relief MS 65 ANACS. Wire Rim. A breathtaking, no¬ 

questions gem of this always popular one-year type. With just over 
11,000 pieces struck, there will never be enough High Relief twen¬ 
ties to satisfy collector demand for this truly inspired design. The 
execution of this design in high relief has, to date, been the ultimate 
achievement of the coiner’s art—a fact widely recognized and 
reflected in the price of these coins. The surfaces are pristine, show¬ 
ing virtually no post-striking impairments and the radiant, satiny lus¬ 
ter has a gle^m that is unique to High Reliefs. The overall effect is 
one of three-dimensionality, giving this spectacular piece more of a 
look of a medal than a circulating coin. 


715 1908 No Motto MS 62 ANACS. Sharply defined with soft frosted 

luster and minimal marks. 


716 1912 MS 63 PCGS. Highly lustrous and showing fewer than the 

usual quota of surface marks for this better date. Trends $1,350. 


717 1913-D MS 64 NGC. The 1913-D is the only issue from this year 

that is occasionally available in higher grades for the date collector, 
and it is actually quite scarce in its own right. This is a well struck 
coin that has attractive, satiny luster. 


718 1924 MS 62 PCI. Fully lustrous and bright. 


719 1928 MS 66 PCGS. A must-see coin. The surfaces are as clean and 

lustrous as one would expect, and each side is also accented by rich 
lilac colored patina. On the obverse this coloration arcs around the 
outer design elements toward the top of that side. A visually inter¬ 
esting coin that goes far beyond the stated grade in terms of eye 
appeal..

1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63 Fleur de Coin. Toned a deep gray with 
faint underlying traces of rose. Quite clean surfaces overall. 

1921 Alabama MS 62 PCGS. Light in color and showing a milling 
mark at the top of Kilby’s forehead. A bit too dull to grade any high¬ 
er. 


1936 Albany MS 66 PCGS. Milky toning covers the obverse of this 
lustrous example, while the reverse features a golden color which 
darkens to brown at the outer edges. The original color and well-pre¬ 
served surfaces of this piece make it a very desirable item. 

1937 Antietam MS 66 NGC. An exceptionally clean coin that is 
mostly untoned on the obverse. The reverse shows what appears to 
be remnants of original tab toning. 

1935 Arkansas MS 63 Fleur de Coin, untoned; 1918 Lincoln MS 64, 
lightly toned in steel-violet shades; and a 1920 Pilgrim MS 63, 
untoned. All three coins are Fleur de Coin graded. (Total: 3 coins) 


1935-S Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Exceptionally clean surfaces for this 
normally heavily abraded issue. Both sides are covered with incred¬ 
ible multicolored iridescent toning. A must-see coin for the com¬ 
memorative specialist and well worth stretching to acquire. 

1937- D Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Natural gray-golden patination is 
seen on each side. 

1938- D Arkansas MS 65 Fleur de Coin. Fully bright and untoned. A 
scarcer issue. 


1934 Boone MS 65 NGC. Unusually clean, mark-free surfaces are 
complemented with exceptionally bright luster. 


1935-S Boone MS 65 PCGS. Hazy, opaque silver-gray patina covers 
each side. 


1935/34-D Boone MS 66 NGC. Scattered areas of peripheral 
orange-gold toning on both the obverse and reverse. Sharp and 
essentially mark-free. 


1936 Boone MS 66 PCGS. Impeccably preserved with uniform, 
moderate, dove-gray toning on both the obverse and reverse. 


1937-S Boone MS 65 NGC. Brilliant with bright, flashy fields on 
each side. An interesting and very appealing example of this popu¬ 
lar commemorative. 


1936 Bridgeport MS 66 PCGS. A near flawless specimen showing a 
thin nng of deep golden peripheral color. 


1936 Bridgeport MS 67 PCGS. An exceedingly difficult commem¬ 
orative half dollar to locate in MS 67. This piece is essentially 
untoned and virtually without any of the normally seen contact 
marks so often seen. A pristine example. 


1925-S California MS 66 PCGS. Deep, original charcoal gray ton¬ 
ing with abundant underlying brightness. 


1936-D Cincinnati MS 67 PCGS. Predominately dove-gray, some 
rich, peripheral toning shows mostly on the reverse. The fields are 
virtually mark-free. 


1936-S Columbia MS 66 NGC. A smattering of mottled gray toning 
is noted over each side. 
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738 1892 Columbian MS 65 NGC. Attractively toned with strong under¬ 

lying luster and very few of the marks that can be so troublesome on 
this hundred-year old coin. 


739 1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Deeply toned with smoky gray-vio¬ 

let centers that are surrounded by royal blue at the rims and bright 
mint luster underneath. A scarce item in gem condition. 


740 1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Both obverse and reverse are out¬ 

lined in attractive blue and orange-gold iridescence. 


741 1893 Columbian MS 63 NGC. Both sides are deeply toned in blue- 

gray and dark rose hues. Still an attractive piece. 


742 (3) 1893 Columbian MS 63 Fleur de Coin. All are moderately to 

deeply toned examples. (Total: 3 coins) 


743 1893 Columbian MS 64 NGC. Boldly struck and frosty, with no ton¬ 

ing on either side. 


744 1893 Columbian MS 65 NGC. Gray patina overall with strong 

underlying luster and showing a long arc of electric blue around the 
rim of each side. 


745 1936 Delaware MS 65 NGC. Some light, original toning is seen 

throughout. 


746 1936 Delaware MS 66 NGC. Streaky golden-rose toning is seen 

across both sides of this immaculate coin. 


747 1936 Elgin MS 64 NGC. Toned in an unusual, deep golden-gray 

color on the obverse; the reverse is deeper and has streaky charcoal 
color. 


748 1936 Gettysburg MS 64 NGC. The recessed areas are toned in 

shades of rose and golden. 


749 1936 Gettysburg MS 64 ANACS. Dusky gray patina covers most of 

each side with a "tab” configuration on the reverse. 


750 1922 Grant MS 67 PCGS. An amazing example of this commemo¬ 

rative half. Almost fully struck with light golden toning. The 
Population Report shows this is 1 of 10 graded with none higher. 


751 1922 Grant with Star MS 65 NGC. Scintillating mint luster under¬ 

lies the extraordinary lavender toning that covers most of each side. 
The peripheries exhibit deep golden-rose and russet patina. A must- 
see coin for the collector who needs this rare, key issue. 


752 1928 Hawaiian MS 66 NGC. A lovely gem specimen, partially 

draped on either side in reddish-gold and an occasional flash of lime- 
green. Outstanding eye appeal for this scarce and always popular 
commemorative. 


753 1918 Lincoln MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant white surfaces with minimal 

contact marks. 


754 1918 Lincoln MS 65 PCGS. Basically untoned with bright, lustrous 

surfaces and virtually unmarked features. 


755 1936 Long Island MS 64 Fleur de Coin. Some muted silver-gray 

color covers each side. 


756 1920 Maine MS 65 PCGS. Lightly toned in the centers with gradu¬ 
ally deepening colors toward the rims. 

757 1934 Maryland MS 66 PCGS. Moderately deep red-gold toning rests 
atop the lustrous surfaces, and is accented with some gunmetal-blue 
at the borders. Nicely struck and virtually free of the “chicken- 
scratches” which often plague the center of the obverse on this issue. 
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1921 Missouri MS 64 PCGS. A superior coin for the grade with 
bright, coruscating luster beneath lovely pastel tones of color. 


1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 64 PCGS. Superb luster, as always, both 
sides show only the slightest accent of pale golden patina. A few tiny 
luster grazes are noted in the fields which prevent a higher grade. 


1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 64 PCGS. The obverse of this rare coin has 
a halo of soft pastel-rose color surrounding the figure of the fron¬ 
tiersman. The reverse, on the other hand, is less spectacular but just 
as pleasing by its lack of post-striking impairments.

Standard Silver half dollar with the bust of Liberty wearing a diadem 
and scroll positioned below the bust. The reverse has 50 CENTS in 
the center, surrounded by a wreath of oak and laurel, the date at the 
lower margin and STANDARD SILVER at the top. Struck in silver 
with a reeded edge. Nicely mirrored, the surfaces have a rich rose 
and blue toning that is most attractive, and there are no mentionable 
defects.
